The application of the
law i= felt in many intelligent quarters to
be too sweeping and to give the adminis-
tration too little latitude where it is
deemed essentis) that officials should be in
political sympathy and accord with the
powers that be, Many of the changes
which are suggested come from some of
the very best friends of the merit system,
who wish to correct the statute where it
doeg not operate satisfactorily and is likely
to bring the law inte ridicule or worse,
Some of the amendments which will be
offered or engrafted in bills are made in the
kindliest =pirit and will not be apt to meet
with serious objections except from those
who conscientiously believe that any at-
tempt to tinker with the law will be a dan-
gerous opening wedge which may encour-
age successful attacks on its fundamentai
principles. Some of the eriticisms which
have been directed agains=t civil service in
the House and Senate during the past few
days have alarmed not a few who have
the matter greatly at heart and have con-
tributed In no small degree In the up-
building of the system, It is not believed,
however, that the law in its main bearings
i= in the slightest dunger.

The Senator's View of the Action Tak-
en by Japan as to Gold.
WASHINGTON, March 2. —Senator Wol-
colt., who interested himself much
in international bimetallism, dxpressed the
opinion to-day that the recent of
Japan in attempting to depreciate silver
would hasten international action re-
store the equality of the two metals and
made the following statement giving his

reasons for this belief:

“The monetary situation in Japan not
only interesting, but most far reaching and
perhaps not generally undersiood. The
sult which Japan seeks i= to make per-
manent the depreciation of silver in relation
to gold and to preserve thereby the ad-
vantages which this depreciation naturally
Bives to Japanese agriculture and Japanese
industries and it is not in any sense an at-
tempt to equalize values. There was a time
In the history of the United States when
we might have taken a step identical with
that which Japan now proposes, [f, during
the years of oar civil war, when our money
was worth but 3 per cent. of the gold
Cellar, we had Ly law declared that hence-
forth our dellar - should be of the value of
" ecents only in gold, our legisiation would
ha_{\'ﬁ been parallel with that which Japan
evidently intends. We chose to follow a
different path. The action of Japan ac-
cords in a measure with that of Austria a
few years since, and with the action pro-
Jected in Russia with this difference: Aus-
tria forced the permanent depreciation of
its money, measured in gold. to the extent
of some 18 per cent.; Russia will establish
& reduction of about 313 per cent. in the
value of its rouble, while Japan proposes
to permanently depreciate its exchange.
relative to gold, =0 as to lower the value
of the yen to about 48 cents on the dollar.
The acsion of Jupan must not be construed
as an attempt to establish and maintain a
gold standard; it is simply an attempt to
preserve the economic advantages which
=he at prosent enjoys because of the gold
premium which exists in Japan, and this at
the expense of the great commeycial coun-
tries of the world which have heretofore
maintained the stability of their coinage as
well as their financial integrity. Of course,
at the present price of silver measured by
gold. the result of the action of Japan
would be to drive all its silver out of that
country. It Is premature, however, to at-
tempt to forecast the full effect of her ac-
tion in this respect. The course of Japan
must, in my opinion. only serve to hasten
gome agreement between the leading com-
mercial nations of the world looking to a
settlement of this question upon an inter-
national basis,'

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, chairman of
the Democratic national committee, has re-
cently recelvea twe letters from England
regarding the prospects of bimetallism by
internationzl agreement, One of them says
the gold standard is more firmly fixed in
England noew than ever before and the
other says that the times seem (0 be very
favorable for bimetallism and expresses
the belief that in case the United States
ghould make the proper effort that bimetal-
lism might be brought about.

The Washington Post of last Wednesday
gives considerable space to Miss Ella Rus-
gell, the American prima donna, in whom
Indianapolis has a growing interest, since
she ig to appear at the music festival in
May. The article makes an appeal 1o the
feminine minds in its description of Miss
Russell’'s beautiful gowns. Says the Post:

“All Americans who believe In the prog-
ress of their people and their art must take
an interest in such brilliant examples of
talent  and industry as shown in Lillian
Nordica, Emma Eames, Sibyl Sanderson
anidl Ella Russell, The latter, who is .c-
corded the hohor of a reception at the
White House to-day, comes on her first
professional visit. She ig heralded by a rep-

utation, not from England alone, but from
all Burope. Her versatility is so great that
she sings with equal success in opera. ora-
torio or concerts; and owing to her numer-
ous engangements abroad, one being the
Handel festival in June, she can only re-
main a fgw weeks in her own country. She
has been feted, she has been honored, and
she has been pronounced one of the great
oratorio singers in the country where ora-
torio singing Iz at its height of perfection
as un art., 1f one may judge from her first
appearance in New York with the Syms-
phony Society on Saturday evening, she
will meet with an ovation during her brief
stay on this side of the water. Her voice
is large in tone, her technique very finished,
and her presence most attractive, Directly
aflter her evening at the White House she
returns to New York to sing the soprano
golos in Mendelssohn’'s oratorio of “Eltjab,™
to be given at Carnegle Hall on Friday and
Saturday by the Oratorio Society of New
York.

“'he gown that Miss Russell will wear
al the White House is one of the most
beautiful ever brougnt to this country.

This, like her other costumes for her con-
cort appearances, has been made for Lhis
American tour and has not been worn. It
is of ivory-white satin, made with a long

train. The entire dress is thickly spangled
with silver sequins and embroidered in
bold artistic designs of vines, leaves and

flowers, At intervals superb figures, maae
of Brussels lace of the richest description,
ormament this rich gown, and the beatuty
of their pattern is revealed by rose-colored
silk lald under the lace. The embroidery
is enriched still further by pearl heads com-
bined with the multitudinous sequing in the
most artistic fashion. The neck of the
bodice is low and garnished with beautiful
lice, while the brilliant embroidery s re-
peated. Another beautiful gown is of rose-
colored =atin, also embroidered Iin the same
rare fashion, but according to a different
design. The sequins are green, in various
sizes and shapes, but placed with such =kill

that the entire garment 1= a marvel of
workmanship. Still another is of mauve
gatin, also embroidered In silver sequins,

in & variety of devices, and varied from the
other gowns by immense panels of rich

The chancellor of the diocese, Dr. Thomas
H. Tristran, Q. ., presided in wig and
gown. United States Embassador Bayard
wais represented by Arneld Stratham, a
barrister, who opened the proceedings by
reading a petition from Mr. Bayard in be-
half of the President and citizens of the
United States which set forth the history
of the book and the presumptions as to
how it came into the possessjon of the sece
of London. It was stated a precedent to
this friendly act was to bé found in the
action of the Philadelphia library in 1567
in restoring five manuscript volumes which
were only part of the archives of England,
for which Lord Romilly, the then master
of the roll, formally expressed the thanks
of England. Mr., Bayard's petition was
cordially indorsed by the bishop of London.

Mr. Stratham then called H. . Lee, legal
socretary of the bishop of London, who un-
dertook Iin behalf of Mr. Bayard to use
every means in his power to safeguard the
log and deposit the same in Pilgrim Hall,
Plymouth, Mass., or some other safe plece
selected by the President of the United
States, and also to deposit a photographie
copy in the registry of the diocese of Lon-

don. Continuing, Mr. Stratham said that
this was an unusual petition, not brought
by a s=ingle person, but s=upported by a

large body of publie feeling 2nd the Presi-
dent and numerous learned socleties ol the

United States. In short, he added, the
petition was brought by the whole of a
great nation living in the greatest amity

with Great [irlmln. and without even Mr.

Bayard's undertaking he [elt sure that
America would so treat it. This was of
world-wide import, as it would safely be

transmitted 1o successive generations on

national and public grounds.

Later the chancellor read a long argu-

ment, during which he set forth that the
log was part of large numbers of manu-
seripts in Fulham palace relating to the
English possessions in the American col-
ontes, which before the Declaration of In-
dependence formed part of the diocese of
London. In the history of the diocese, the
chancellor continued, there was but one
precedent to a petition such as this on the
ground that it was a matter of public in-
terest. In 1853, he explained, lord John
Russell petitioned the diocese of London to
restore to France the will and codicils of
Napoleon 1. The present application
dintered from that of Lord Russell because
the log of the Mayvflower, being a register
of births, marriages and deaths, concerned
the property of the degscendants of the pil-
grimg. Their interests must be sateguarded,
and the court would therefore follow the
custom prevailing when a new diocese is
offset from an oid one, in which case the
registers of births, deaths and marriages
was transferred to the new diocese. He
added: *“I order on the undertaking given
by Mr. Bayard to place the log in a fit
place where persons concerned can have ac-
cess thereto and a proper certified copy be-
ing deposited at Fulham, that the original
be given up to Mr. Bayard for transmission
to the President of the United States, and
that the copy of this judgment, under seal,
be sent with the book whenever Mr. Bayard
or some one of the United States embassy
can’ attend. In the meanwhile it will re-
main in the diocesan strong room.” .

After these proceedings the representa-
tive of the Associated Press had an inter-
view with the archbishop of Canterbury,
Dr. Temple, who said: ‘It was always my
desire when bishop of London to restore
the log. which has been handed down by
successive bishops, and which has always
been guarded in the most striet manner. In
fact, Americans were so fond of it that my
predecessors Kept it in a secret drawer to
which thd bishop only had the key. | am
glad the book is returning to America. It
will be another evidence of our sincerity,
admiration and love for America and our
desire to draw the two nations closer to-
gether.”

“It I8 the
more necessary to claim full eredit for such
acts of courtesy and f_rlvm!sahl;- bhecause the
act of the American Senate renders it jm-
possible to draw the countries together by
the stronger bonds which our governmeng
has shown itself ready to forge,

The Daily News editorially deseribes the
gift as a graceful act, and adds: “"English
interests will be abundantly satisfied by the
coples of the log which are retained. and
senatorial amenamenis will look more fool-
ish than ever when this precious volume
EOes across the seas.”

TRIAL IN HOUSE OF LORDS.

LONDON, March I5.—A rather unusual
scene was witneszed In the House of Lords
te-day. The case or Flood and Taylor vs.
Allen, which has occupied the wvarious
courts for two yvears past, was for the sec-
ond time before their lordships. The bench
consisted of the lord chaneellor, Lord Hals-
bury, and Lords Herschell, Watson, Ash-
bourne, MacNaughten, Morris, Shand, Da-
vey and James, of Hereford, the right hon-
orable judges of the high court. The casc
15 an important one to trades unions, as

it involves the guestion as to just what
constitutes “intimidation™ in labor disputes,
After the first hearing of the final appeal
to the lords the judicial members of that
body were equally divided., In consequence
all the judges of the high court were sume-
moned 1o the rehearing of the case, which

oponed to-dayv. It was the first time in
seventeen years that the judges have as-
si=ted 0t a trial in the House of Lords.

Such of the judges as were not members
of the house were arrayed in their robes.
They could only out questions through a
member of the house. They have the right
to read their opinions at the end of the
case, hut are not allowed to vote,

The case was one brought by Flood and

Taylor, who recovercd damages against
‘\_l!-_-u. an official of the Boller Makers'
I'nion, for bringing about their dismisgsal

ftom the Glegall iron works, The plaintiffs
alleged that the defendant threatened to
withdraw all union men from these works
unless the plaintiffs, who were nonunion
men, were di=missed. The Glegall company,
having important time contracts to fulfill,
complicd with the wishes of the union,
Flood and Taylor were dismissed. They
brought their action against Allen and won.
The verdict was confirmed by the Court of
i\]‘![ll"il[.:". then followed the appeal to the
Ords.

KISSED THE POPE'S FooT

——

And Gave His Holiness a Skull Cap
Filled with American Gold.

ROME, March The Pope's mass in
the throne room of the Vatican to-day was
attended by one hundred visitors, of whom
thirty were American pllgrims. mostly
clergymen from New York, Massachusetts,
Connecticut and New Jersey, conducted by
Father Throop. After mass, the Pope,
seated in front of the altar, permitted the
pilgrims to kiss his foot, addressing to each
a few words which were translated by
Fiather O'Connell, rector of the American
College. Father Throop, in behalfl of the
pilgrims, presented his  Holiness with a
white skull cap filled with gold. The Pope
ordered the gold to be deposited on the
altar, gave his own skull cap to Father
Throop and replaced it with the new one,
His Holiness did not make a speech, but
addressed a few simple words to each of
the pHegrims. and he accorded the priests
of the party !_Pn- pri\_‘lioge aof bearing the
papal benediction to their parishes on their
return to the United States.

ACCIDENT ON A WAR SHIP.

Thirvty British Blue Jacket= Injured
by an Exploxion of Torpedoes,
NEW YORK, March 25.—A dispatch to
the Herald from Malta says: An explosion
which would have had fearful consequences
if it had happened in the interior of the
vessel occurred to the British first-class
cruiser Theseus while practicing outside
the barbor with torpedges, which explodeq
as they were being lowered to the ship's
launch, injuring thirty men. The Theseus
immediately returned and the Injured men
were landed at the Naval Hospital. While
two men had their legs carried off, narrow
escapes are recorded, one man having his
garments blown away without being hurt,

Of the injured, one died to-day.
H. M. S. Theseus is a first-class cruiser
0

of 7050 tons, and was built at Blackwe]l,
England, in 1802, at ‘a cost of £M47.577. Her
length is 360 feet and she has 12,000 horse
power., Bhe goes twenty Knots an hour,

carries twelve guns and a crew of 54 men.

Germinn Crisis Ended.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—There is talk
of sending General Stewart L. Woodford,
of New York, to Cuba in the capacity of a
special commissioner representing the ad-
ministration, with instiuctions to acquaint
himself as fully as may be possible with
the exacl conditions on the island, Secre-
tary Olney and President Cleveland wanted
to do this a year ago, but the Spaniards
would not listen to it, and indignant pro-
tests from Madrid were hdard which could
not be ignored. Now, however, it is under-
stood that the Spanish look with less dis-
favor on the proposition and that they are
willing to countenance it. They feel that
they have the rebellion so far beaten down
and the insurgents in such a frame of mind
that the result of the investigation and in-
quiry by an impartial American commis-
sioner cannot be but favorable to them. 1If
General Woodford would go to Cuba he
would probably be expected to cross over
into the insurgent territory and ascertain
the truth not only from the Spanish but
from the revolutionists’ point of view as
well. The mission, if it could be under-
taken on broad grounds, would be highly
important and would, in all probability,
pave a way to a complete restoration of
peace in Cuba. Insurgents and Spaniards
are both tired of the struggle and are in a
more willing mood now than they have vet
been to listen to reason and to view, with-
out heat, suggestions looking to a peace
agreement. The spirit of compromise has
been awakened in both camps. Secretary
Sherman’'s fat-footed opposition to all the-
ories and propositions looking to annexa-
tion has done a great deal to quict Spanish
ill-feling towards the United States and it
has also dulled the edge of jingo enthu-
slasm, for behind the latter there lurked
an unmistakable desire to make Cuba ulti-
itely a part of this country, by peaceful
methods if possible, and through warlike
ways If necessary.
